June 30, it said its law enforce­ 
m ent activ ities hav e drastically 
reduced the number of smugglers 
hov ering 
off 
the 
American 
coasts. 
N arrating the activ ities of its 
alcohol tax unit, coast guard 
narcotics agents and other offic­ 
ers, 
it 
listed 
these 
results, 
among others: 
Seizure of 7 foreign v essels, 26 
domestic ship s and 11 skiffs. 
Cap ture of 106 ,504 gallons of 
illicit alcohol. 
Arrest of 112 p ersons. 
The work of the agencies was 
coordinated last fall to meet an 
organized attem p t to flood the 
United States with contraband 
foreign alcohol. 
Treasury officials laid stress on 
results of a camp aign to p rev ent 
deliv eries of contraband. Officials 
said th a t in the last week of the 
fiscal y ear only 13 foreign v essels 
listed 
as 
would-be 
smugglers 
were rep orted hov ering off 
the 
Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific coasts, 
as comp ared with 23 in a single 
week earlier. Only 7 were rep ort­ 
ed during the week ended August 
1 0 . 
The 
dep artm ent 
estim ated 
th a t foreign v essels engaged in 
smuggling alcohol had an annual 
cap acity 
of 
2,250.000 
gallons,

On the Pacific coast renewed 
efforts to smuggle narcotics from 
the Orient were fought. Coast

PREDICTED TEARS 


AHEAD, MAN STATES 


Washington,

(£ >) — 
dev astating droughts such as 
that of 19 34 may in the future 
be p redicted y ears ahead as ac­ 
curately as tomorrow’s weather 
is now forecast. 
Dr. C. G. Abbott, secretary of 
he Smithsonian Institution and 
outstanding authority on radia­ 
tion of the sun, announced today 
new results of his studies of the 
effect of v ariations in the sun’s 
ray s on the 
earth’s weather 
which hold great p romise for 
long-range weather forecasting. 
Analy sis of his data shows th at 
he secretly p redicted the 19 34 
drought with a high degree of 
accuracy . 
He has established a definite 
23-y ear cy cle of weather changes 
which is ap p arently dep endent 
on a double sun-sp ot cy cle in so­ 
lar radiation. In this cy cle tem ­ 
p erature and rainfall at num er­ 
ous p oints ov er the earth ’s sur­ 
face 
ap p rox imately 
dup licate 
conditions at the same p oints 23 
y ears before. 
Tall, scholarly Dr. Abbott was 
quick to p oint out th at the rep e­ 
tition would not follow ex actly 
from m onth to m onth each 23 
y ears but th at in general normal 
or abnormal weather could be 
ex p ected to recur at ap p rox i­ 
mately th at interv al. Thus an­ 
other m ajor drought may be ex ­ 
p ected to occur in 19 57. 
His conclusions were reached 
after a study of two sets of data. 
One was comp osed of daily rec­ 
ords of solar heat reaching the 
earth obtained at lonely station» 
of 
the 
institution 
on 
Table 
Mountain, 
Calif., 
Montezuma, 
Chile, and Mount St. Katherine 
in Egy p t. 
These showed th a t there were 
12 recurring p eriods in solar ra ­ 
diation which were almost iden­ 
tical at the three 
widely -sep a­ 
rated p oints. 
Dr. Abbott was 
then able by m athem atical an ­ 
aly sis to work out the 23 y ear 
cy cle. 
The second set of data con­ 
sisted of weather records, some 
going back millions of y ears. The 
water lev els of the G reat Lakes 
reflecting p recip itation in the 
drainage area during the p ast 
100 y ears showed a regular 23- 
y ear cy cle. Analy sis of tree rings 
going back to 1306 B. C., also 
dem onstrated the cy cle. One of 
these rings is added each y ear 
and its thickness dep ends on the 
am ount of water av ailable.

THEN AND NOW 
Those of u s who are loath to b elieve there has 
b een any change in the pu b lic attitu de toward 
the so-called old American ideals du ring the past 
generation, have only to look at the record, to 
harken b ack in memory, too, for ab ou t twenty 
years, and compare the conditions of that time 
with 1935. Any su ch procedu re will convince the 
average man that we are not b ack in the horse 
and b u ggy days, so far as the pu b lic mind is con­ 
cerned, no matter what the decisions of the Su ­ 
preme cou rt on so-called New Deal legislation, 
may have b een. 
Su pport b y the government was then some­ 
thing to b e avoided, so long as possib le and a 
great many people were still imb u ed with the 
idea accredited to Grover Cleveland to the effect 
(that it was the du ty of the people to su pport the 
[ government, not the du ty of the government to 
¡su pport the people. In those pre-war days, now 
looked b ack u pon rather wistfu lly b y many of 
those who rememb er them, there was a b elief 
that “every tu b shou ld stand on its own b ottom” 
so far as was possib le. 
Even now, however, when we have b illion dol­ 
lar works prpgrams and doles which ru n into 
many millions, there are still some whose voices 
continu e to cry ou t in the wilderness.’ 
For example, in an address at Los Angeles, not 
long ago, Col. William Neb lett, Democratic leader 
and law partner of Senator William Gib b s Mc- 
Adoo, took occasion to say:

“All of ou r relief measu res, even inclu ding the 
CCC and not exclu ding ‘Produ ction for Use’ re­ 
qu ire regimentation in its most extreme form. 
Some of u s who have served in the army know 
that a man cannot b e regimented for even a very 
short time withou t losing his initiative and desire 
to help himself. 
“If anyone dou b ts that Individu alism, u pon 
which this nation was b u ilt, is not a dying at­ 
trib u te, consider 20 years ago when you ng people 
rose to matu rity and thou ght only in terms of 
some b u siness of their own. 
“On accou nt of the concentration of all b u si­ 
ness in a few hands, now the only thou ght is to 
get a job with some b u siness where a person is 
lost in the stream and finally b ecomes, in effect, a 
feu dal retainer. 
Su ch b u sinesses are ru n u pon 


the theory of ever restricting the lab or cost. So 
highly have they specialized themselves in this 
regard they now pay their workers so little and 
cu t so many off the payroll there are no availab le 
consu mers for the produ cts of the indu stry of 
those still allowed to work” 
There is food for seriou s thou ght in what Col­ 
onel Neb lett has to say. Perhaps the old order 
has gone b eyou d recall. If it has, then there is 
no assu rance tha t people are going to b e any 
wiser, any happier or freer than they were in the 
days when every man tried to su pport his own 
family and the government deb t cou ld b e reck­ 
oned in millions instead of b illions. 


TAX EXEMPT SECURITIES 
There has b een a renewal of criticism in Wash­ 
ington concerning the mu ch discu ssed issu e of 
tax exempt secu rities. It is said that those who 
are wealthy seek to avoid the payment of taxes 
b y investing their fu nds in secu rities which are 
exempt from taxation. 
The federal government, the states and mu nic­ 
ipalities which issu e b onds get a lower rate of 
interest on their secu rities b y issu ing them in 
tax exempt form. If the secu rities were taxab le 
of cou rse a higher rate of interest wou ld b e neces­ 
sary, and the retirement wou ld cost the issu er 
more money. This wou ld resu lt, natu rally, in the 
issu ance of fewer secu rities which, after all, 
might b e a good thing, in spite of the present 
theory that we can spend ou rselves into pros­ 
perity. 
Be that as it may, there is a disposition on the 
part of some to b lame the present tax-exempt 
situ ation on to the constitu tion, b y inferring that 
this practice of issu ing these tax exempt secu ri­ 
ties can’t b e cu rtailed u ntil a constitu tional 
amendment is adopted. This may b e tru e as far 
as the secu rities issu ed b y states and mu nicipali­ 
ties and their su b divisions are concerned. Bu t 
certainly no constitu tional amendment is neces­ 
sary to stop the issu ance of any federal .secu ri­ 
ties which are exempt from taxation. This can 
b e easily done. When it is done then there will 
b e time to talk ab ou t constitu tional amendment. 
So long as the federal government issu es tax ex-
